TREACHERY LOSES VRYBURG

‘London, Oct. 20—3 a. m.—The Daily News 
special from Cape Town says: News has 
reached De Aar Junction and been com- 
municated to the troops there to the effect 
that the Boers attacked Mafeking and were 
repulsed. The defenders, seeing the enemy 
retreat, pursued them tosome distance, then 
a feint was made and the British commenced 
to fall back upon the town, allowing them- 
selves to be driven in by the enemy. The 
Boers, eager to retrieve their position, again 
advanced and were drawn over Lyddite 
mines, which had been laid for the defense 
of the town. The invaders suffered terribly. 
It is reported 1,500 were killed. 


Three Hundred Wounded Boers. 

‘News was received late last night giving 
positive confirmation of Colonel Baden- 
Powell's effective work at Mafeking in driv- 
ing off the assaulting Boers. The result of 
his handiwork was evidenced at Johannes- 
burg by the arrival of a train bearing at 
ast 300 wounded Boers who had been 
placed on the train at Klerksdorp, a suburb 
of Mafeking, where they had been roughly 
handled, either by Baden-Powell or Colonel 
Hore. 

Late advices, mostly from Boer sources, 
are to the effect that the burghers made 
their first attack on Friday, and followed it 
up on Saturday and Sunday, each time be- 
ing brilliantly repulsed. Baden-Powell's 
force was still secure at last accounts.

Passes. The advance posts of Natal volun- 
teers delayed the enemy’s advance on Acton 
Homes and Besters Station gallantly and 
with stubbornness, but were at nightfall 
ordered to fall back to Ladysmith. Trooper 
Spencer was slightly wounded and Lieuten- 
ant Gallway is missing. Both belong to the 
Natal Carbineers. There were no other 
casualties. The natives report that the 
Boers lost several men. 


Ladysmith Ba 

The big engagem in the vicinity of 
Ladysmith, which was expected to take 
place yesterday, has evidently been post- 
poned until today. Some skirmishing was 
reported Wednesday night and yesterday, 
but nothing serious. 

One unconfirmed report asserts that the 
Boers were hemmed in and shot ae like 
rabbits. 

‘Another report asserts that the British 
patrol was forced to retire on Klydesdale, 
sixteen miles from Ladysmith; but accord- 
ing to the most reasonable account the 
Boers fired on a patrol of carbineers and 
mounted rifles at Klipkraal, near Besters 
station. The Boers were in strong force 
and well intrenched, while the British force 
numbered only 200 and held an inferior posi- 
tion. 3 — 


British Retreat in Good Order. 


After a couple of hours of scattered firing 


the British retreated in good order to a 
stronger position.

Reports from Cape Town say the oe 
attacked Mafeking and the British 
feigned retreat.

TELLS OF BRITISH POLICY. 


CHAMBERLAIN REPLIES TO PAR- 
TY CRITICS. 


Secretary of * for the Colonies ina 
Notable Speech in the House of Com- 

. mons Denies He Fomented War in 
South Africa—Declares Some of His 
Opponents Are Neither Honest Nor 
Honorable—Called to Order * the 


speaker.

London, Oct. 20, 3 a. m.—With a battle im- 


pending in Natal and an army corps starting 


for south Africa, Mr. Chamberlain had his 
triumph in the House of Commons yester- 
day. As the greatest imperialist in Eng- 
land, he was greeted with a storm of cheers. 
When he began his speech he was followed 
with breathless interest for over two hours 
by a crowded house and galleries, and was 
greeted like a conqueror when he closed his 
defense of his Own acts and the policies of 
the government. 

Always at his best when his enemies are 
directly in front of him, he turned his back 
to the wall and smote Campbell-Bannerman 
and e hip and thigh and put both in 
a rag 

— Sir William Harcourt he showered 
compliments as an honorable antagonist, 
and his discretion was well timed, for Har- 
court had attacked him with a lawyer’s 
courtesy and subtlety, and it was not easy 
to parry his strokes. 

Mr. Chamberlain is not a lawyer, and in 
conducting negotiations with the Transvaal 
he has had a bad case in law and a strong 
one in facts and equities. He could repel 
with splendid power reproaches for having 
hounded the Boers into war, but he was not 
equally convincing, although always in- 
genious, in justifying his own dealings with 
the Transvaal. 


Brilliant Victory for Chamberlain. 

Every point, of yictory remained with him 
in the end, because President Kruger had 
left him in an impregnable position by put- 
ting an end to dipiomacy by his ultimatum, 
which was an act of folly. He was enabled, 
in a close, masterly argument, to assert 
that, while he had been laboring for peace, 
war had been inevitable from the outset, 
because the Pretoria oligarchy, aided and 
abetted by President Steyn, had been con- 
spiring against British paramountcy since 
1881, and that, since it had come, the na- 
tion must fight for justice for British sub- 
jects and the principles upon which the 
cmpire was founded. 


Splendid Fire of Debate. 

At the end of this luminous speech, which 
was delivered with unfailing fluency and at 
moments with impassioned earnestness, a 
splendid fire of debate was taken up by Sir 
Edward Clarke, with the courage of an in- 
dependent thinker and the suzerainty claim 
was branded with scornful emphasis as a 
breach of national faith. Mr. Morley fol- 
lowed with invective against the crimes un- 
dertaken under the cover of paramountcy, 
and the debate went on till midnight.

Passing the general question of the gov- 
ernment's south African policy, Mr. Cham- 
verlain said that in the light of regent events 
and of the utterances of President Kruger 
he had come to the conclusion thgt war had 
always been inevitable, although ſt was only 
of late that he had himself most reluctantly 
reached this view. He had hoped for peace 
and striven to maintain-it, and pp toa re- 
cent date he had believed that peace was 
possible. He had always been determined 
to secure justice for the Britishers in south 
Africa and to maintain the paramountcy of 
Great Britain, but, with these things as- 
sured, he desired peace. Whenever there 
had been a doubt as to President Kruger's 
motives the government had always given 
him the benefit of the doubt. 


Principles Involved in War. 
Turning to the principles involved in the 


war, the Colonial Secretary went on to say: 
“If we maintain our existence as a great 


power in south Africa, we are bound to show 
that we are willing and able to protect Brit- 


ish subjects wherever they have suffered in- 
4 Justice. t Britain. must 
remain the paramount power in south 
Africa. I do not mean paramount in the 
German and Portuguese possessions, but in 
the two republics and the British colonies. 
Every one on both sides of the House is de- 
termined to maintain these great principles. 
The peace of south Africa depends upon 
Great Britain accepting responsibility in the 
Transvaal. 

“The Boer oligarchy has placed British 
subjects in a position of/inferiority; and 
what would have been the British position if 
they had submitted to that inferiority?” 


| As to Racial Animosity. 

Mr. Chamberlain then proceeded to dis- 
cuss the question of racial animosity, de- 
nying that this feeling, which, he said, was 
based in south Africa on contempt, would be 
increased by hostilities. He declared that 
racial animosity had not been created by 
anything the present government had done, 
but that it existed befare her Majesty's pres- 
ent advisers assumed responsibility. 

Sir Henry Campbell-Bannerman inter- 
posed with the remark: 

‘‘ What I wish to point out is that the feel- 
ing of animosity will be increased a hun- 
dred-fold when the Dutch and English are 
slaughtering each other.“ 

Chamberlain retorted: 

1 say again that the racial animosity 
which has been the curse of south Africa is 
based on contempt. Hate is bad enough, 
but I would rather have a man’s hate than 
his contempt. There will never be an end 
of racial animosity nor will there ever be 


peace in south Africa until both races have 


learned to respect each other.“

TRUST ILLEGAL. 


Illinois Supreme Court in 
Peoria Case. Holds Facts 
8 Show an Unlawful 
Combination. 


RESTRAINT OF TRADE. 


Rights of Stockholders and Stand- 
_ ing of Foreign Corpora- 
tions in the State 


HARDING PROVES A WINNER. 


Springfield, III., Oct. 19.—[Special.]—The 
Supreme Court of Illinois, in an elaborate de- 
cision handed down this evening, forbids the 
transfer of the American Glucose company’s: 
plant at Peoria to the Glucose Sugar Refin- 
ing Company of New Jersey, and declares 
the trust agreement entered into with the 
latter corporation to be illegal. This is be- 
lieved to be the. first decision by any court 
rendered in a case in which the legal ques- 
tions involved in the modern trust have been 
presented fully and passed on. 

The Supreme Court holds that the facts 
presented show that the combination to reg- . 
ulate and fix the price of glucose and grape 
sugar and their products and by-products 
was illegal, and that the agreement not to 
manufacture or sell within a certain terri- 
tory, coextensive with the corn belt, was in 
restraint of trade. The court says that the 
abandonment of the business and sale of the 
assets without the legal termination of the 
corporation was attempted, and lays down 


the rule that the stockholder has the un- 


doubted right to say whether he wishes to 
have his holdings jeoparded by such a pro- 
ceeding or will continue his investment in 
the form of stock. The parties to the trust 
agreement are declared to be guilty of a con- 
spiracy to defraud. 

The status of a foreign corporation doing 
business in Jllinois is decided. The court 
says such a corporation comes into the State 
as a matter not of right but of comity. 


‘ Set Up in the Bill. 

George F. Harding and others filed a bill 
against the American Glucose company, 
Cicero J. Hamlin, William Hamlin, Harty 
Hamlin, Joseph Firmenich, George 
menich, C. H. Matthiessen, F. O. Matthies- 
sen, and the officers, directors, and 
stockholders of the American Glu- 
cose company. and the unknown owners 
or holders of the option given by the Ameri- 
can Glucose company for the sale of * 
plant in Peoria The bill alleged that 
gtant l, or combine, recently had 
tormed for the purpose of unlawfully regu- . 

igting the price of glucose sugar, and that 
e transfer of the property at Peoria was 
to be made in pursuance of this unlawful. 
agreement. 

Thé petitioners alleged that the defend- 
ants, Hamlin, had been in control of the 
business of the American Glucose company 
for some time, and that they had been man- 
aging its affairs in their own interests, con- 
cealing from the. other stockholders the con- 
dition of the company’s business, paying to 
themselves enormous salaries, and divert- 
ing the profits of the business to their own 
use. It was stated that unless the defend- 
ants were enjoined from so doing they would 
transfer the property to the proposed pool, 
and the court was asked to interfere in be- 
half of the complainants. 

Discussed by the Court. 

The court reviews at great length the tes- 
timony presented in the case and discusses 
the effect the proposed combination would - 


have upon the business of producing glu- 


cose. It says the proof shows that glucose 
cannot be satisfactorily manufactured ex- 
cept in what is known as the corn belt of 
the United States, and that the combination 
formed for the purpose of consolidating all 
the glucose factories in one ownership was 
evidently designed to control the business, 
A review of the manner in which the combi- 
nation was formed is given, and the court 
then speaks of the attempt of the New 
Jersey corporation to transfer the Peoria 
plant to Edwin L. Johnson of Chicago. This 


action was taken in New Arne and regard- 


ing it the court says: 

It has been recognized as a S rule 
by this court that the power of a corporation 
to perform corporate acts outside of the 
State of its creation, and where the laws 
of its corporate existence have no force, does 
not exist, as to the attempted ratification of 
the alleged sale to Edwin L. Johnson. It 
has already been known that there was no 
sale to Johnson.“ 


Constitute an Illegal Trust. 

The court now goes to the question. 
whether the facts set up in the bill constitutes 
an illegal trust, and it quotes from some ten 
decisions definitions of what constitutes an 
illegal combination. It then says: 

It the allegations of the bill in this cabe 
are true the parties engaged in the formation 
of the trust and combination heretofore 
described are guilty of the offense omnes 
in the act of June 11, 1891.

Where the officers of 
the corporation wrongfully deal with its 
property to the injury of the stockholders 
the latter may maintain a bill against the 
company and its officers for relief against 


guch misappropriation.” 


Status of Foreign Corporations. 

The defense claimed that because the 
American Glucose company was organized 
in New Jersey a bill in the Illinois court 
would not lie. Regarding this proposition 
the court says whenever 4 foreign corpora- 
tion comes into Illinois to do business it is 
subject to all the liabilities, restrictions, and 
duties that are or may be imposed on cor- 
porations of like character organized under 
the general laws of the State, and shall 
have no other or greater power. It says it 
is a settled doctrine of this State, estab- 
lished by many decisions of the court, that 
foreign corporations do not come into this 
State as a matter of legal right, but only by

be permitted to come into this State for the 
purpose of asserting rights in contraven- 


tion of our law.” | 


Restraint of Trad 

The fifth point passed on by the court deals 
with the character of the contract under 
which the company agreed not to transact 
business after it sold out. The court says: 

“The evidence shows that the manufac- 
ture of glucose and grape sugar and their 
products is confined to a certain corn belt, 
where corn is raised, and that this district 
is embraced within the territory specified 
within the contract of Aug. 11, 1897; that is to 
say, within a radius of 1,500 miles of Chicago. 

„As the evidence in the record tends to 
ghow that glucose can only be manufactured 
successfully within this radius, the agree- 
ment not to manufacture and sell it therein 
amounted in effect to an agreement in total 
or general restraint of trade; hence the 
agreement was void and stamps the transac- 
tion of which it was a part as illegal.” 


Dismissed as to Some. 

In conclusion, the court discusses the char- 
acter of judgment it should render in view 
of its findings. Joseph Firmenich and George 
Firmenich had asked that the bill be dis- 
missed as to them, and as there were few 
allegations concerning their connection with 
the transaction this action is taken. The II- 
linois Trust and Savings Bank had been 
made a party defendant, but it had no in- 
terést in the transaction except as a re- 
pository and holder in escrow of the papers 
of all the parties concerned, and the bill 
is dismissed as to it. 


Gist of the Decree, 

The decree of the lower court, which dis- 
missed the bill, is remanded to the Circuit 
Court of Peoria with instructions to entera 
decree setting aside the deed of the Amer- 
ican Glucose company to Edwin L. John- 
son and the deed executed by E. L. Johnson 
to the Glucose Sugar Refining company and 
all the contracts, assignments, and other in- 
struments accompanying the delivery of 
those deeds, so far as the American Glu 
company and its directors and officers And 
stockholders are concerned, and to grant 
such other and further relief as is consistent 
with the prayer of the bill and as it is sus- 
tained by the evidence already in the record,

It was attributed generally to a re- 
port that the company had decided to pass 
its next dividend. It was asserted also that

preparatory to taking that step. On good 
authority this statement is now contra- 
dicted. The President of the company au- 
thorized the announcement that the next 
dividend will be met. 

The only other explanation of the drop in 
the stock quotations is that a premature re- 
port of the import of the Supreme Court’s 
decision reached insiders on Wall street the 
first of the week and the market was in- 
fluenced in that way. It is unusual for a 
decision of the Supreme Court to become 
public before it is given out, but it was ex- 
pected that a finding would be handed down 
this week and great interest was evinced 
in it. 

While the rumor during the day had no 
effect on the market a good deal of curiosity 
was shown on the subject, and doubt was 
expressed that the decision would be so 
sweeping as the first reports indicated. By 
many it was not believed that the decision 
would go against the Glucose company.

JESTER EXAMINATION CLOSED. 


State Rests Its Case and Defense Intro- 
duces No Evidence — Decision to 
Be Announced Today. | 


Paris, Mo., Oct. 19.—[Special.]—The State 
closed its side of the Jester case this after- 
noon. The examination consumed ten days’ 
time and sixty-five witnesses, drawn from 
five States, were examined. , 

Joseph Livesy had sworn that in 1871 Jes- 
ter confessed to him that he murdered Gil- 
bert Gates. To contradict this it had been 
reported that the defense would put the old 
prisoner on the stand and allow him to tell 
his story. There was disappointment when 
Attorney Cullen arose and said: : 

“The defense desires to introduce no wit- 
nesses and the defendant waives his consti- 
tutional privilege of making a statement in 
his own behalf.“ 

The court announced that the decision 
would be rendered tomorrow morning. 

The action of Jester’s attorneys in making 
no defense makes it practically a foregone 
conclusion that the old prisoner will be re- 
manded. to jail without bail to await the 
action of the grand jury which meets at 
Paris next Monday. 

As Jester entered the courtroom this after- 
noon a sympathetic woman presented him 
with a bunch of flowers.

DRUNKENNESS ON ARMY TRAIN. 


Massachusetts Volunteers Punished at 
Cincinnati for Drinking—Courts- 
Martial Delay Trip to Coast. 


Cincinnati, O., Oct. 19.—The Forty-sixth 
Regiment of Volunteers, en route from Mas- 
sachusetts to Manila, was delayed here by 
enforced drumhead courts-martial on ac- 
count of an epidemic of drunkenness. The 
first section arrived yesterday over the 
Chesapeake and Ohio, and held high carni- 
val. The men had whisky secreted on the 
train. Colonel Hegler immediately called a 
drumhead court-martial, which sent thirty 
of the worst offenders to the Columbus bar- 
racks.

„The most marvelous thing about these 
diggings is the remarkable amount of gold 
that is found on the ocean beach. When 
I left, there must have been 1,000 men work- 
ing there with cradles, and they were aver- 
aging from $25 to $100 a day. The beach, 
as far as it has been prospected, a dis- 
tance of about forty-five miles from Cape 
Nome, is rich in gold. | 

“The diggings are less than a year ald 
and it has only been during the last féw 
months they have been worked to any ex- 
tent, but there are from 3,000 to 5,000 people 
now in the district. There are two towns,

The Cape Nome diggings are, I believe, 
richer than the Klondike, and they possess 
the great advantage of being readily reached 
from the outside, as steamers run direct 
from Seattle to the district.” .

and sent to’ the penitentiary on an indeter- 
minate sentence. When he was led into court 
for triai he startled the spectators with a 
yell, seized one of the heavy chairs, and was 
in the act of hurling it at Judge Brentano, 
»when Bailiffs Beidenweg, Grummett, Wal- 
dron, and Ball closed in on him. 

Wolf struggled with the desperation) of a 
wild man, and shouted to the full power of 
his lungs. Women ran from the court- 
100m, and half of the score of witnesses 
who had appeared to testify against the 
prisoner were induced with difficulty to 
return. 

Wolf was thrown to the floor and hand- 
cuffed. Then he began to kick, and the 
pailiffs scattered for a moment. Then they 
jumped upon him and soon had his iegs 
shackled. 

Wolf began to weep and beg. O, don’t 
kill me!“ he ‘pleaded. 
The prisoner promised to behave himself, 
and Judge Brentano ordered the irons taken 


off. | 
Ten Indictments Against Him. 

There were ten indictments pending 
against him. In each case he was accused 
of calling at a house on a pretense of exam- 
ining the gas fixtures and stealing. Mrs. 
Martha Heffron, 3858 Emerald avenue, tes- 
tified against him and the jury retired. Wolf 
was convicted and his punishment fixed at 
imprisonment in the penitentiary. Then he 
was tried upon a second charge and again 
convicted. The remaining charges were dis- 
missed, with leave to reinstate. 

Wolf was convicted before Judge Payne 
on a charge of larceny in 1894, and found to 
be insane. He was sent to the Chester 
asylum for insane prisoners. He was re- 
leased a few months later as cured. On Oct. 
16, 1808, he was sent to the House of Cor- 
rection for the theft of a horse and wagon. -

Artesian wells 
at Mafeking give an ample supply under 
British control and are practically inex- 
haustible. 

Panic at Vryburg. 

The Daily Mail's dispatches from Kuru- 
man state that the mounted police, having 
withdrawn from Vryburg, the town sur- 
rendered to the Boers Sunday, the inhabi- 
tants fleeing in all directions, mostly to- 
wards Kuruman. When the police were 
withdrawn the Cape Boers gave notice of 
the fact to the enemy, thus inviting them 
to take possession. A fearful panic fol- 
lowed. The British are wildly indignant at 
this scuttling. 

Reports from Kimberley. 

Reports from Kimberley under date of 
Oct. 17 say that the armored trains are 
making continual reconnoissances. They 
found the Boers in considerable numbers 
with artillery raiding and looting in all di- 
rections. Disloyal Dutchmen in the neigh- 
borhood are sending their families into Kem- 


derley. 


Boers Mistreat Basutos. 
Burghersdorp dispatches dated Oct, 17 sax 
that 150 Basutos, including the son of Lero- 
thodi, the paramount chief, arrived there. 
from Johannesburg. They walked from the 
Orange Free State border, and complain that 
they were robbed of all their money at 
Kroonstad and that some were sjam- 
bokked. As they were utterly destitute 
they were supplied with four loaves of bread 
each by the magistrate. They gave three 
cheers for the Queen, and proceeded towar 
Basutoland, singing a war chant. 


Conflicting Reports from Orange.

War Office at London Issues an Official

London, Oct. 19.—The War office this even- 
ing issued the following bulletin: 

No news of importance has been re- 
ceived from Natal today. The cavalry at- 
tached to our forces at Ladysmith and 
Dundee are engaged in observing the ene- 
my's movements. Steps have been taken 
to secure Pietermaritzburg and Durban 
against raids on the western frontier. 

There is no recent reliable intelligence 
from Kimberley or Mafeking, both places 
being cut off from railway and telegraphic 
communication. It is believed, however,

BOERS SUFFER A REVERSE. 


Try to Capture an Armored Train South 
of Kimberley and Lose Six 
Men. 


Orange River, Oct.18, afternoon.—[ Delayed 
in Transmission.]—The Boers suffered a 
reverse on Sunday at Spruitfontein, ten miles 
south of Kimberley. An armored train went 
out to bring in a train reported to have been 
captured by the Boers near the Spruitfontein 
siding. A party of Boers who were en- 
camped near by lowered the railway signal 
and displayed a white flag, apparently with 
the idea of inducing the train to proceed. 
The driver suspected that the Boers were in 
possession and stopped the train, whereupon 
Boers issued in large force and opened fire, 
but without any effect. : 

The. soldiers replied from the train and 
about half a dozen Boers were killed. * 
British were unscathed. 

Seven hundred Boers surprised a 1 of 
thirteen Cape Colony police who were guard- 
ing the railway at Riverton Road, eighteen 
miles north of Kimberley, on Sunday morn- 
ing. The police retired. A terrific explosion 
was heard later, and it is believed that the 
Boers blew up the station. A relief party 
of twenty-five police sent from Kimberley 
met the Boers near Riverton. The enemy 
displayed a white flag to induce the troops 
to fall into their trap, but the police were 
ordered to retire. Then the Boers opened a 
heavy fire upon them, discharging about 400 
rounds. A bullet struck the horse of Sur- 
geon Major Sullivan, who, with a trooper 
whose horse had stumbled and dismounted . 
him, was captured. 


AT KIMBERLEY AND MAFEKING. 


Brief Details of Fighting West of 
Transvaal Show British Are 
Still Holding Out. 


Cape Town, Oct. 19.—A dispatch from 
Kimberley, dated Oct. 17, says: 

All is well here. Colonel Hore engaged 
the Boers at Mafeking on Oct. 14 with great 
success. Mafeking was still safe on Oct. 15.” 

A special dispatch to the Cape Argus re- 
iterates the statement that in the fighting at 
Mafeking Colonel Hore repulsed the Boers, 
inflicting a loss of 300 men. 

The Cape Times publishes the following 
dispatch from Kimberley: 

„Reliable information from Mafeking 
says that an armored train, while recon- 
noitering north of the town last Saturday, 
engaged 500 Boers, who suffered heavily, 

Colonel Fitzclarence’s column foiled the 
Boers, inflicting severe loss. The British 
casualties were two killed and fourteen 
wounded, two severely.” 

The Boers have blown up the bridges at 
Fourteen Streams and the Modder River, 
the former north and the latter south of 


Kimberley.’ 


Stories of British Success. 

‘London, Oct. 19.—Stories of British suc- 
cesses in the Mafeking district are so per- 
sistent that in the absence of contradiction 
from Boer sources they may be accepted as 
true in the main, although the alleged kill- 
ing of 300 Boers is discredited. 

Apart from their desire to gain an initial 
advantage by capturing Mafeking and there- 
by attracting the Dutch colonists, the ob- 
ject of the Boers in massing in Bechuana- 
land is due doubtless to the fact that this 

splendid stock country is full of cattle, and, 
as it is only sparsely, settled, would give the 

a route by which to import arms 
and munitions by way of Walfisch Bay, 
Damaraiand, on the west African coast.

West Monmouthshire (Sir William Vernon 
Harcourt) that they be published will never 
be gratified. That ultimatum is buried and 
is not likely to be resurrected. 


Denies Blood+Guiltiness. 

“TI challenge any one to see a sign of 
provocation, blood-guiltiness, or desire of 
war in the negotiations. The government 
increased the garrisons for defense on pres- 
sure from the Natal administration, to whom 
gratitude and thanks are due. Never before 
had the administration and colony of Natal 
so completely identified themselves with the 
mother country. They knew they would be 
the first to bear the brunt of attack; yet they 
threw in their lot, heart and soul, with the 
mother country. 

Her Majesty's present advisers claim, 
quite as earnestly as any previous govern- 
ment could have claimed, to be anxious for 
the honor and interests of the country.

The reason I give for the war,“ Mr. Bal- 
four continued. is not this or that senti- 
ment in the dispatches. It was the deliberate 
intention of the Transvaal to avoid at all 
costs giving the franchise, to wriggle until 
wriggling became ineffectual and then to 
appeal to the arbitrament of war. Thelast 
thing the Boers wanted was an agreement, 
provided an agreement meant genuine rep- 
resentation of the outlanders.”’ 

In conclusion, he reminded the members

Kimberley Seems Safe. 

Kimberley seems safer, in spite of the re- 
ported price on Mr. Rhodes’ head. It is 
amply defended. Colonel Harris, the local 
commander, with his volunteers, is regarded 
as a notable addition to the imperial troops. 

The campaign has gone far enough during 
the single week to justify an expert opinion 
that the Boers are weaker in maneuvering 
power than they were during the first war 
with England. They lack mobility, and no 
longer mass forces rapidly. Their artillery 
is unequal to that of General White's field 
force, yet they are seeking to make use of the 
guns without having the training required 


‘in operating them. Their guns deprive them 


of the old-time advantage of irregular war- 

fare on the guerrilla system, without bases 

behind them or lines of communication to 

keep open. They now move slowly, mass 
their forces instead of scattering them, and 

are attempting scientific warfare with 

mechanism which requires reserves of 
horses, men, and military supplies, and re- 

stricts and incumbers their advance. 


Opinion of Joubert’s Plans. 
Veterans who know the history of 


Joubert's brilliant campaign against Col- } 


ley assert that he will never attack a strong- 


ly intrenched position, but will either draw 


out General White's forces or make a 
pretense of engaging it while strong raid- 
ing forces are employed in cutting off com- 
munications with the sea 

If he were free to follow his own instinct 
he would revert to the irregular guerrilla 
tactics, but the guns are in the way, and 
he must protect and use them.

VOLUNTEERS AT CAPE TOWN. 


New Force of Three Thousand Mounted 
) Infantry Will Be Quickly

Cape Town, Oct. 19.—There is an incéssant 
procession of applicants for active military 
service, and the new force of 3,000 mounted 
infantry which the imperial government has 
sanctioned will be quickly raised. 

The Premier, Mr. Schreiner, continues to 
issue circulars to the Dutch residents, ad- 
vising them to maintair strict loyalty to the 
imperial government. 

The best authorities here now agree that 
the danger of a general revolt is slight. 

A copy of the Standard and Digger's 
News has been obtained here, giving the 
Boer account of the armored train fighting 
in the vicinity of Mafeking, with Boer col- 
oring. It fully confirms the account given 
by the engine driver of the train, who es- 
caped, adding that the deserted trucks 
were riddled with bullets. They contained 
dynamite, and a terrible explosion occurred, 
the trucks being blown to atoms. There 
were no casualties among the burghers, 
according to this story.

BRITISH TROOPS SURROUNDED Br 


JOUBERT’S FORCES. 


Four Thousand English Soldiers Be- 
tween Glencoe and Dundee Isolated 
by the Strategy of the Transvaal 
General—Enemy Captures a Train 
Carrying Officers and Civilians— 
Railway Line Blocked North of 
Ladysmith—Telegraph Wires

Ladysmith, Natal, Oct. 19.—Glencoe was 
cut off this afternoon and the Boers are now 
between Ladysmith and that place. The 
British troops at Glencoe and Dundee, 
numbering about 4,000, are isolated and 
trapped by General Joubert's forces. 

The Boers captured a train which left 
Ladysmith at noon today near Elandslaage. 
Several officers and a few troopers, besides 
civilians belonging to Glencoe or Dundee, are 
prisoners. The enemy had cut the wires, 
severing telegraphle communication with 
Glencoe, and the news was first received 
from the station master at Elandslaage, who 
wired: 

I see the Boers near the Une. What shall 
I do?“

Ladysmith, British Colony of Natal, Oct. 
19.—Plainly battle is expected tomorrow. 
The newspaper correspondents were not per- 
mitted to pass the pickets in the neighbor- 
hood of the town, so it is impossible to give 
particulars about the movement of the 
troops here, although they are manifesting 
the greatest activity. 

It is certain that the Boers of the Orange 
Free State have taken the initiative in the 
attack. It is reported that 2,000 Orange 
Boers, with some artillery, are within seven 
miles of here. 

The cavalry patrol below Tintwa Pass had 
a brush with the enemy last evening. The 
Boers opened with artillery, but are said to 
have retreated on the advance of the Fifth 
Lancers. 

Further details say that the British scouts 
near Tintwa came across a Boer command 
700 or 800 strong, which had advanced to a 
small mountain seven miles from the foot of 
Tintwa Pass. The Boers opened on the cav- 
alry with their field artillery. The shooting, 
which was at long range, was exceedingly 
wild by both sides. 

The object of this advance either was to 
draw the British force away from the rear 


line of attack or it was a prelude to the con- 


centration against Ladysmith. 

The Boers are well informed by some 
underground telegraph’ of the move- 
ments of the British troops. Nor is there 
any doubt that the British scouts are de, 
touch with the enemy. 

The force of Transvaal Boers is not more 
than thirteen miles from this place. 


Fighting at Acton Homes. 

A storekeeper from Acton Homes came here 
this afternoon. He reports he heard firing 
in the vicinity of his store. Firing also re- 
reported in the neighborhood of Bester’s 
Farm. It is reported that Bester, who 
owns one of the largest farms in Natal, 
has been arrested for cutting ‘telegraph 
wires, but it is impossible to confirm the re- 
port. 

Three carbiniers today brought in De- 
jager, a Dutch farmer near here, suspected 
of being a spy. I never saw a man so 
frightened. Several spies have been ar- 
rested near here. 


Halpmakaar Evidently Safe. 


The rumor that Halpmakaar was captured 


yesterday is false. The Boers have not yet 
advanced beyond Ingagni. If Halpmakaar 
should be captured it would not be by the 
main column of Transvaal Boers, but by 
Lucas Mayer, a subordinate commander, 
who, with his small command, probably is 
now passing through fugitives drifting near 


Halpmakaar. 


Firing Glencoe. 
It is reported tonight from Glencoe camp 


that the British troops there have been 
under fire. A strong patrol of Boers was 


encountered eight miles from the camp and 


was repulsed, the British suffering no casu- 
alties. 

Two Boers on bicycles, one of whom car- 
ried a white flag, yesterday carried a letter 
written by a British magistrate in New- 
castle to a picket outside of Glencoe. The 
letter, which was delivered by permission of

SUPREME COURT HOLDS THE AUSTIN 
ANNEXATION IS LEGAL. 


Judges Say the Legislature Has Power 


to Provide for It and That the Law 


Is Good—They Discuss the Features 

of the Case—Decision Against the 

Chicago General Railway Company 

in Its Action to Enjoin the Burling- 
ton and the City. | 


Springfield, III., Oct. 19.—[Special.]—The 
Supreme Court today handed down a nun- 
ber of decisions, besides that of the glucose 
trust, that are of interest to Chicago people. 
The principal one is that passing on the 
question of the annexation of part of Austin 
to Chicago. In this the demurrer of the 
Town of Cicero was overruled and the de- 
cision of the Cook County Superior Court 
affirmed. 

Another ruling was on the track elevation 
fight between the Chicago Genera] railway 


and the Burlington road, in which the for- 


mer sought to enjoin the steam railway 
from erecting a subway at Twenty-second 
street and Lawndale avenue. The conten- 
tion was that the subway was not high 
enough for safety. The court held the com- 
plainant was not entitled to an injunction. 


Town of Cicero’s Fight. 

In the legal battle over the annexation of 
Austin to Chicago, the Town of Cicero 
prayed in its bill of complaint that the City 
of Chicago should be enjoined from exer- 
cising jurisdiction over that part of the 
original town known as Austin which had 
been annexed. The court held that the 
Legislature had a right to make the law 
which provides for the annexation. The 
court held the acts of 1867 and 1869, which 
conferred upon the Town of Cicero the pow- 
ers usually possessed by incorporated cities, 
abrogated the provisions of the general law 
and that the Town of Cicero ceased to exist 
under the township organisation law. The 
court says further that the County board of 
Cook County has power and jurisdiction to 
alter the boundaries of towns in that county 
to suit the convenience of the inhabitants 
residing therein and that there can be no 
doubt that in this case the County board 
had the right to dispose of the territory of 
Austin as it has done. 


Gives Railway Advice. 


In suit brought by the Chicago General 


railway against the Chicago, Burlington and 
Quiricy railroad and the City of Chicago to 
prevent the erection of subways at its cross- 
ings at Twenty-second street and Lawndale 
avenue the Supreme Court decides that the 
complainant is not entitled to an injunction. 
The court says that if the company's cars 
are too high to be operated through the sub- 


way they can be lowered, and for what 
damage results the company has a remedy, 


at law. 
Soldier Law Is Good. 


In the case of the People ex rel. John 
Maloney against Robert Lindblom and oth- 
ers the judgment of the lower court was 
affirmed, Maloney filed a petition praying 
that a sectiqn of the ctvil service law which 
gives preference to ex-soldiers be declared 
invalid and that a writ of certiorari be di- 
1 against Lindblom and the other mem- 
bers of the Civil Service commission direct- 
ing them to bring up the record of the pro- 
ceedings against thecommission. The ques- 
tion to be passed upon was the validity of the 
law which gave the ex-soldiers the prefer- 
ence, and the lower court held that it wae 


good, 
‘Schintz Is Disbarred. 


The rule disbarring T. Schintz from prac- 
ticing in the courts of the State was made 
absolute by the Supreme Court. The infor- 
mation, which was filed by the Attorney 
General in the name of the people, charged 


‘Schintz, who has been a practicing attorney 


in Chicago, with ‘ fraudulent, dishonest, 
scandalous, and unprofessional conduct, cal- 
culated to bring the courts of justice into 
disrepute and contempt and to tarnish the 
good name of the profession.“ . 


Defines Constable Law. 


In the case of the People against James 
B. Bollam, the Supreme Court declares the 
law which provides for the appointment of 
constables by villages to be unconstitution- 
al, for the reason that the office of constable 
is created by the constitution as an elective 
office, and this precludes the Legislature 
from passing a law giving any corporation 
the right to appoint them. Bollam was ap- 
pointed a constable for a village in Cook 
County, and because he went into Chicago to 
transact business this action was instituted 
by the constables of that city. 


Decisions in Various Cases. 


In the case of the City of Chicago against 
George H. Williams, the court holds that 
the city is not bound to defend suits brought 
against its servants. Williams sued the city 
for stenographer's fees in the false impris- 
onment suit of Ella C. Quinlan against John 
J. Badenoch and John E. Fitzpatrick. 

According to another decision handed down 


today, Alonzo R. Hill, an attorney of Dan- 


ville, and one of the wealthiest men of Ver- 
milion County, is disbarred from practice. 
Information against Hill was filed by the 
Attorney General on petition of thirty-nine 
attorneys of Vermilion County, alleging the 
practice of fraud by Hill in filing divorce 
proceedings. Hill pleaded guilty in Vermil- 
ion County, and was suspended for two 
years. He says he was induced to plead 
guilty on the assurance of the State's Attor- 
ney he would not be prosecuted further. 

The Supreme Court reversed the case of 
William Halloway, who was convicted in 
Cook County of the murder of Benjamin F. 
Holmes, and sentenced to the penitentiary 
at Joliet for twenty-five years, on the ground 
that the lower court was in error in giving 
instructions.

Northern Pacific Will Continue to‘'Make
